No ‘Closed Shop’ 


I appreciate the efforts of your news- 
paper to ‘present fairly all sides of the 
current salary differences between 
teacher associations and school boards 
but ‘may I be granted space in an ef- 
fort to clarify one or two points. 

Teachers do not have a “closed shop.” 

In the closed shop situation no work- 
er may be employed until and unless he 
has first been admitted into the union. 
The union has complete discretion as to 
whether or not to admit him. What 
the teachers have is “automatic” mem- 
bership. A teacher does not become a 
member of the B.C. Teachers’ Federa- 
tion until he has been certificated by the 
Department of Education and employed 
by a public school board. The BCTF 
must then automatically accept him as 
ee a eet ae ae 
ber. fact the BCTF had to prove 
to the I ment which agreed to auto- 
matic membership that it was not seek- 
ing the “closed shop.” 

Automatic membership was granted 
to the teachers so that they could en- 
force their own Code of Ethics just as 
the other professions accept responsi- 
bility for maintaining high standards of 
professional conduct on the part of their 
members. 

As an organization the BCTF must 
be concerned with salaries of teachers, 
Teachers must bargain with their em-- 
ployers, the school boards. Teachey 
can't fix their own fees as do the ot 
professions. Inevitably, therefore, the 
BCTF has a trade union function. There 
is, however, a purely professional side 
a

to: its work with which it- is equally if 
not more concerned, Automatic mem- 
bership was granted to strengthen this 
professional aspect. 

That there is no relationship whatso- 
ever between automatic membership and 
strong tactics in salary disputes is evi- 
denced in Alberta where ,the teachers 
come under the Labor Act and at the 
same time enjoy an even stronger form 
of automatic membership. In Ontario 
the secondary school teachers who in- 
itiated the closed district tactic also have 
automatic membership. 

Automatic membership in the provin- 
cial teachers’ association exists in every 
province in Canada except Newfound- 
land. 

Unfortunately for the teachers, the 
Teal issues behind the current contro- ~ 
veray have been completely lost sight 
6f: in the battle over tactics. School | 
boards in the districts which have been

the first time since the end of 
the Second World War, the American 
consumer has- quite sharply cut his 
purchases of goods and services.

In the last quarter of 1957, however, 
the rate of consumer spending showed 
the first un ited positive down- 
turn of $1.2 billion, It is Turther esti- 
mated that the drop has continued and 
even accelerated in the first quarter of 
1958.

Hundreds of people keep writing me in 
great alarm because someone recently told 
them that all their troubles were due to di- 
verticulitis. The doctor put the patient on a 
strict diet, and said that disaster might fol- 
low. Almost always in 
these cases, as I read about 
the patient's symptoms or 
lack of symptoms; or I . 
read the report of the 
X-ray man, my impression 
is strong that all the per- 
gon has is a diverticulosis 
—in other words, he has, 
scattered along the wall of 
his colon a number of little 
pouches about as big as 
peas. These are. found in

80 many persons past 40 or 50 that they are - 


largely signs of aging—like grey hair. After 
40 years of talking to these people, my im- 
pression is that the little pouches are usually 
no worse than grey hair. I doubt very much 
if they produce any symptoms. Certainly, I 
have known hundreds of persons who. had 
dozens of diverticula and no symptoms from 
them. My old friend, Dr. H. E. Robertson, 
one of the great pathologists at Mayo's, used 
to keep pointing out to me that not once in 
a@ thousand cases at autopsy did he see any 
sign “6f inflammation in or around a diver- 
ticulum, ; 

Diverticulitis means an inflammation in 
or around one or more diverticula, and in my 
experience this is a rare happening. Usually, 
the patient knows it when he’has such an 
inflammation. He has pain and tenderness 
and fever and a sausage-like mass in the left 
lower quadrant of the abdomen, Sometimes 
&@ surgeon has to operate to remove the in- 
flamed and infected segment of bowel. 

What is bad is that so often today we phy- 
sicians manage fo leave our patient confused 
and all mixed’ up, thinking he has a serjous 
diverticulitis when all he has is a harmless 
diverticulosis, We did not make this clear 
enough: ‘ 

Actually, when I see many diverticula on 
the walls of the large bowel of a man of 60 
r so, I hate to even mention them to him 
because all I am" likely to do is té™get the 
fellow alarmed over nothing. I certainly 


would never think of putting the man on a 


diet. In those rare cases in which there are 
so many diverticula on a short segment of 
bowel that there is spasm in this segment 
and perhaps some cramps, I advise the tak- 
ing each day of an enema of warm water 
with a tablespoon of salt to the bag of warm 


water. This can keep 
clean, and this may ‘help. 


FEELING OF A HOUSE 


A while ago, as I was listening to the 
radio, thete.came over the air the voice of 
Mario Lanza‘singing, “You Can Tell When 
There Is Love in a Home.” 

And it made me think of what the Chi- 
nese call the spirits of a house, which are 
good-or evil depending, on the sort of life the 
former tenants lived. The Chinese say that 
if one is a sensitive person, one can feel un- 
comfortable because of evil spirits left be. 
hind by a couple who, daily for years, snarled 
at each other with their hearts full of dislike 
and hate. 

Or, perhaps as one goes into a house, one 
feels a sense of peace and comfort, and one 
says, “Here I could abide very happily.” 
Why? Because, for years two people lived 
here, always loving each other, always work- 
ing hand in hand in a good cause. Perhaps 
in the evenings, they often read together 
selections of poetry and prose written by the 
great masters of literature. 

Some time ago, while in Mexico, I was 
taken through an interesting old house built 
originally by one of the grandees of Spain 
who followed Cortes to the New World. 
What with its massive stone walls and its 
very few windows, it seemed to me very for- 
bidding. Worse than that, soon after enter- 
ing the place, I felt a sense of oppression 
and discomfort; and I said to the people with 
me, “I wouldn't stay a night in this house if 
I were paid to do it; I would expect to be 
murdered in my sleep.” “That is curious,” 
said the guide. “That ‘is exactly what hap- 
pened here one night. Right’ in that bed 
there, the wealthy woman who once owned 
the place was killed by one of her servants 
when she refused to hand over to him her 
money.” 

A couple of years ago I read a fine article 
on this subject of the spirits of a house writ- 
ten by Dave Garroway. Speaking of a house 
from which he had just moved, he said, 
“People must inevitably leave behind some- 
thing of themselves everywhere they live, 
something besides the mere residue of dust, 
bent paper clips, and fallen coat hangers. I 
am sure that the new tenants couldn't help 
but sense that they are inheriting a legacy 
within the walls: a musty, -pervasive yet 
subtle spore of a previous resident .. .” ; 

Woulkin't it be wonderful if most of us 
could live so happily in a house that the 
people who took it over after we left could 
feel comfortable, and could sense some of the 
happiness that had been ours!

@ surgeon has to operate to remove the in- 
flamed and infected segment: of bowel. 

What is bad is that so often today we phy- 
siclans manage to leave our patient confused 
and ail mixed up, thinking he has a serious 
diverticulitis when all he has is a harmless 
diverticulosis, We did not make this clear 
enough. 

Actually, when I see many diverticula on 
the walls of the*large bowel of a man of 60 
or 80, I hate to even mention them to him 
because all I am likely to do is to get the 
fellow alarmed over nothing. I certainly 
would never think of putting the man’on a 
diet. In those rare cases in which there are 
so many diverticula on a short segment of 
bowel that there is spasm in this segment 
and perhaps some cramps, I advise the tak- 
ing each day of an enema’ of warm water 
with a tablespoon of salt to the bag of warm
